Bouchash—the firm being known as the 
Central Importing company — Rabay 
rushed into the police station at 8 
o'clock and threw himself in a chair. 
He WHS so excited that for a minute or 
two he was unable to speak. Wringing 
his hands and his body swaying to and 
fro he was a picture of despair. When 
he partly recovered his composure he 
gasped: 


"Robbers'. 
Two men! They got my 


money! Thirty-three hundred dollars!" 


Tells Story of Swindle. 


It was ten minutes before Rabay 


who is a Syrian, became calm enough to 
tell the story of the swindle. 


"Two men. Armenians, came to inj 


place in the Transportation building lasl 
Saturday," he said, "and asked me i 
I would give them paper money for 
gold. I told them yes, but I must firs' 
see the gold. 
They came back last 


evening and brought a bag with them 
In the bap, they said, was $4,000 in gold 
They showed me two coins, 510 golc 
pieces, and I thought they were genuine 


"Ttien they asked me to show them 


the paper money, which t drew from 
the bank that afternoon. 1 put the pile 
of bills on the counter and they grab- 
bed it. 
Before I could think they had 


rushed out of the door and jumped on a 
street car Hint was passing. 


"1 could not move at first; I was 


pfirnlyzod. 
When I staggered to the 


door the car, which wns northbound, 
wiis at Harrison street. 1 ran nfter it, 
but did not catch it. 


"The men got my money. 
Thirty- 


three 
hundred 
dollars, for which I 


worked so hard." 


Stirs Police in Action. 


The swindle stirred the police to ac- 


tivity. 
Lieut. Dnrrow assigned several 


men to the case, and he also reported the 
matter to the detective bureau and As- 
sistant Chief Schuettler's office. 
A de- 


scription of the swindlers was tele-- 
phoned to all stations in the city, 
within an hour the entire night force 
of policemen was on the lookout. Rail- 
road depots were watched and search 
was made of saloons and lodging houses 
patronized by Armenians. 


Joe Bouchash, partner of the victim, 


who is known as the "King of the 
Syrians," organized searching parties of 
his countrymen. 
Bouchash declared he 


would not stop until he has run down 
the swindlers. 


"And when I find them," he. said, 


"they had better be prepared. I'll kill 
them."

Mutiny .Many Days Old. 


The mutiny in the prison has been go- 


ing on for five days. It is a protest of 
the convicts against the management. 
The system used is the one in vogue 
eight or ten years ago with a few min- 
or improvements. 


The convicts want 15 cents a day for 


their labor instead, of the ten they are 
paid for nine 
hours 
of work. .They 


have complained that the- management- 
is more anxious for a record of econ- 
omy than for their welfare. 


The convicts have also complained of 


the food. In addition they have a griev- 
ance that their applications for pardons 
when they have served their minimum 
sentence with perfect deportment and 
good work are not given the considera- 
'.-ion they deserve.
